Turner’s pock. t, and it is believed he 
planned to take more lives than he 
did. 
The sheading was caused by a 
quarrel between the throe men over 
an alleged shortage in Turner’s ae- 
< mints, for which he was threatened 
with criminal prosecution.

edy occurred In th. offices of the law 
firm of Cantor. Adams Hr McIntyre, In 
the heart of the Wall street district 
during the busy noon hour. 
T urner,1 
who was forty five ye ars old and lived 
at Mount Vernon, N, Y.. a s a t urb of 
this city, was a cousin of Ooveronr 
Odell of this state, and the head of the 
law firm in whose office > the shooting 
occurred Is President Gantor of the 
borough, of Manhattan.

W ilkesboro, Pa., Ort. 18.—In ac- 
« or dan* e with the call issued Thursday 
fey order of the executive boards of the 
anthracite districts of the miners’ un­ 
ion, all “locals” throughout the coal 
field began electing delegates yester­ 
day to the convention which will be 
held here next Monday to consider 
the acceptance or rejection of the ar- 
bitration plans submitted by President 
Roosevelt. 
Most of the local unions 
held their meetings last night. 
They ! 
ail will have been held by tonight. 
It 
is practically certain that a majority 
of the delegates will come to the con­ 
vention instructed to vote in favor of 
accepting the arbitration scheme. The ! 
prominent officials of the union s a y ! 
there is no fear that the opposition 
will be strong enough to defeat the I 
efforts of those who favor ending the * 
strike by arbitrating their differences ! 
with the operators. 
President Mitch­ 
ell does not care to anticipate the 
action of the convention, but from his I 
manner it is taken that he has not 
the slightest doubt as to the result. 
He will go Into the convention and I 
make a strong speech for the accept­ 
ance of the arbitration scheme, 
The ! 
Indications are that the convention 
will last two days and that there will 
be much debate on various features I 
of the arbitration plan. 
Tho condi­ 
tions at some collieries are different I 
from those existing at other places, ' 
The principal question to be discussed j 
before the plan is accepted by t h e ! 
miners will be that of taking care of 
all the men. 
The conditions of the I 
mines arc such that all workmen can­ 
not be given work immediately, and 
some will have to wait for weeks be­ 
fore the companies can take care of 
them. 
The operators will not dismiss 
the non-union men in order to give em­ 
ployment to returning strikers. 
It is 
understood the union will take care 
of all such men who fail to find imme­ 
diate employment. 
This will be done 
by drawing funds from the relief fund, 
which Is said to be still growing. 
It Is estimated that 25 per cent of 
the collieries will be in operation on 
the first day after the suspension is 
over. The railroads are making every 
effort to have enough cars on hand 
to carry the freshly mined coal to 
market and are sending thousands of 
cars Into the regions, placing them on 
sidings at the collieries.

Miss Craddock served three months 
on Blackwell s Island for circulating 
an objectionable book, and upon her 
release was prosecuted by the federal 
authorities

books 
through the mails. 
Before coming 
here she was convicted in Chicago and 
proaecutefi in Philadelphia and Wash­ 
ington for circulating her books, which 
were alleged by the authorities to be 
indecent. 
Miss Craddock came orig­ 
inally from Denver, and first drew 
public attention by her defense of the 
dance du ventre at the World’s Fair, 
which she maintained was a solemn 
religious performance. 
She was a 
woman of culture.
